We have no subject so frequently 
brought before us in the Holy Scrip- 
ture as that of prayer. The reason is 
obvious. It is the very life of experi- 
mental religion. It is an _ exercise 
which should form the basis of all 
duties. It is the procure of all bless- 
ings, the averter of all dangers, our 
solace in all distresses. Prayer may be 
the silent address of the heart, or the 
express utterances of the lips. It may 
be for ourselves, the church, or for the 
world at large. The Word first of all 
indicates the importance of prayer. 
Paul would have Timothy to know 
that while God had called him to 
preach the Word, to reprove, rebuke 
and exhort with all long suffering and 
doctrine, yet his chief business was 
that of prayer. “I exhort therefore, 
that, first of all, supplications, pray- 
ers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men.” 

“Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you (to the 
end) that whatsoever ye shall ask of 
the Father in my name, he may give 
it you.” John 15:16. 


“IT have set watchmen upon thy 
walls, O Jerusalem, which shall never 
hold their peace day nor night: ye 
that make mention of the Lord, keep 
not silence, and give him no rest till 
he establish, and till he make Jerusa- 
lem a praise in the earth.” Isa. 62:6,7. 

It is only through intercession that 
the power can be brought down from 
Heaven, which will enable the church 
to conquer the world, and through in- 
tercession God continues His saving 
work on earth and can do nothing 
without it. 

The Scope of Prayer 


“That supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men.” “All men” indicates 
the scope of prayer. If the church 
could grasp this thought and measure 
up to her responsibilities it would not 
be long until God would give the 
heathen as an inheritance, and the ut- 
termost parts of the earth as a posses- 
sion. The responsibility is upon us and 
we must meet it or suffer loss. The 
rulers in church and state are to be 
special objects of prayer—‘“Kings and 
all that are in authority.” Pray for all 
men because it is good and acceptable 
in the sight of God. God wills the sal- 
vation of all men. He will have all 
men to be saved and come to the 
knowledge of the truth because Christ 
died for all men—‘He gave himself a 
ransom for all to be testified in due 
time.” 

Conditions of Prevailing Prayer 

A pure life—‘“Lift up holy hands.” 
Hands represent conduct. The Israel- 
ites, before going into God’s presence, 
washed their hands then lifted up 
clean hands toward Heaven as a token 
that He was free from all impurities. 
To prevail with God we must be free 
from all known sins, and all doubt- 
ful practices. “He that doubteth is 
damned,” or rather condemned. To 
continue in a doubtful practice is to 
murder the conscience and destroy the 
basis of confidence. “If our hearts 
condemn us God is greater than our 
hearts and knoweth all things. If our 
hearts condemn us not then have we 
confidence before God and whatsoever 
we ask we receive of Him because we 
keep His commandments and do the 
things which are pleasing in His 
sight.”

‘The Benefits Of A 
Young Peoples’ 
Meeting 


There are many benefits which may 
be derived from a young peoples’ meet- 
ing. It can be enjoyed by both young 
and old and yet be a young peoples’ 
service. 

The first benef:t, 1 believe, is the up- 
building or spiritual food one’s soul 
receives. Everyone knows that when 
they fail to read the Bible and pray 
that they soon become discouraged 
and fail to go to church. Church is a 
good place to pray, because there are 
others to help pray. We do not fail to 
feed our bodies, so why should we 
neglect our sovl? Our soul is much 
more important than our body, _be- 
cause it is the part of us that lives 
on and on—it never dies. 

The Church is the best place to go 
for spiritual food, because the Bible 
is read and explained. There is a god- 
ly atmosphere when everyone is pray- 





ed up and has the victory in their 
souls. 
Young Peoples’ Meeting is a very 


good place to pray and gain victory 
if you have been neglecting your soul 
for sometime. It is a place where 
one is made to feel welcome and at 
home, they can enjoy themselves much 
better than where they feel unwel- 
come. So it is in our young folks’ 
service—we young people are made 
to feel welcome, especially, because 
it is our own service. We can enjoy 
the blessings of the Lord and do more 
for Him than we could in another 
service. There is an old saying that 
“An idle mind is the devil’s work 
shop,” so if we have a part in the ser- 
vice we will have something to occupy 
our minds; something that will build 
up instead of degrade. In a young peo- 
ples’ service we all have a responsi- 
bility upon us.

Here at Largo we usually have some 
sort of program to entertain and draw 
people here who would otherwise not 
come. These same people may want 
to serve God and they may find that 
there is real salvation for their souls 
and accept Jesus for their Savior. We 
had a special music program one Fri- 
day night, not long ago, and many 
came who had not been coming. Sev- 
eral pieces were played by our string 
band, which has thirteen members, al- 
so some songs were sung. This bit of 
entertainment gives a more pleasant 
atmosphere, and people will enjoy 
themselves. Everyone knows that it is 
easier to sing, pray or preach where 
there is a good feeling among the con- 
gregation. Having these little pro- 
grams also gives everyone a chance to 
do something. Where there is a good 
young peoples’ meeting the other ser- 
vices of the church are usually good. 
So it is necessary for both the young 
and old to do their best in all the ser- 
vices. We see that the young peoples’ 
meeting gives us spiritual food for our 
souls, good training for our minds and 
yet is enjoyed by all and is a general 
upbuilding to any church.—Bernice 
Meares, Largo, Fla.

We see Abraham holding back the 
lifted arm of God in behalf of guilty 
Sodom; see Jacob wrestling with God 


the heavens until his battle is fought; 
see Elijah praying the dead child to 
life, calling down fire, sealing up the 
open clouds for three years and a 
half; see him as he comes on the scene 
and meets Ahab, plans for the meet- 
ing on Mt. Carmel, kneeling before the 
altar with the bullock on the wood 
soaked with water, and fire falls and 
licks up the sacrifice; he goes thru 
the service then on his knees he prays 
until God sends rain. Such faith as 
this God cannot deny. We see Heze- 
kiah as he calls upon God until he 
is healed and fifteen years is added 
to his life; also the one hundred and 
twenty disciples in Jerusalem praying 
until the heavens were opened and 
cloven tongues like as of fire, sat up- 
on each of them and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost and spake 
in tongues and magnified God. AII 
doubts and questioning must be put 
away if we in reality get our prayers 
through to God. The comers to God 
must believe two things, namely, that 
God is, and that He is a rewarder of 
them that dilligently seek Him. If we 
feel that we can get alone with God, 
leaving out our self-sufficiency, all 
selfish desires and motives, I am sure
